are Drowned 



Doing nimble to keep afloat aftor 
swimming only a fow foot of the 
short distance from n rnft to the 
shore of Druce lake, Joseph Zielinski, 
22, of &117 South Wood street, Chica- 
go, sank to his death at 4:30 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. The cause of his 
drowning was believed to ho ex- 
haustion. 

Bathes With Others 
Zielinski, with his sister and a 
party of friends, all of whom were 
members of a Chicago Choral club, 
were enjoying a day's outing at the 
lake and In the afternoon tho young 
man. In company with several other 
members of the group, decided to go 
In bathing. After propelling himself 
for a short time In the water near 
tho beach, the victim swam out a dis- 
tance of about 200 feet to a raft. 
Goes Down After Short Struggle 
After he had remained at the spar 
for a few minutes, the young man 
turned and started on his way to 
shore again. He swam successfully 
for about 50 feet and then went under, 
following u short struggle. The 
alarm was sounded by George Bowler. 
Druce Lake, who was among those 
that witnessed the drowning. Each 
of Howler's several successive at- 
tempts to rescue Zielinski failed. It 
was Alex Sneddon, also of Druce 
Lako, who located the body In his 
llrat dive, but as he needed air ho was 
unable to bring It Immediately to 
, shore. After he had come to the sur- 
face and called for a boat, he dove 
again, "this time bringing Zielinski 
with him. Sneddon kept the victim 
on the surface of the water until a 
boat was brought to the scene of the 

trouble. 

Body Recovered Jn Eight Minutes 
Even though the young man's body 
was recovered within eight minute*' 
• after he went under, resusltatlon ef- 
forts of two physlcluns, Dr. U. J. 
Orlm and Dr. Hayes, both of Druce 
Lake, were futile. They worked over 
him for nearly two hours with the 
aid of a lungmotor. A third phy- 
sician, Dr. Calvin Smith, formerly of 
Waukegan. but now of Drpce Lake, 
also assisted in the flght for life. 
Sister Watches Rescuers 
Not aware that It was her brother 
over whom the rescuers were work- 
ing, Miss Estelle Zielinski. 18, stood 
on the strand and watched tho fruit- 
less offorts of those who attempted to 
save the victim's life. She did not 
learn that it was her brother until 
sometime later, when she started to

^ Jury Declares Death Accidental 

The dead man was taken to tho 
Leo S. Carvls boat house, where an 
inquest was held at 7 o'clock by Dr. 

* Maurice Penny. Llbertyvllle. Penny 
is acting county coroner. A verdict 
of accidental drowning was returned 
by a coroner's jury composed of Leo 
S. Carvls, Charles Ellman. Frank 
Brunson, William Delle. and E, 
Sawlca. after which the body was 
taken to Chicago for burial prepara- 
tion. 

Drowns at Plstakee 

While attempting to save a young 
woman from perishing In the water 
at Plstakee lake. McHonry county, 
John Wertz, Jr.. 25, of McHonry, the 
son of an excursion boat captain, was 
drowned. Tho girl, who has not been 
Identified, was later saved by a pass- 
ing boat. 

Was Returning From Tour 

When tho accident occurred, young 

Wertz was returning to McHonry In 

his father's boat, in which thoro were 

150 excursionists. The party was on 

a tour of the lotUB beds in the lake. 

As soon as the girl fell from tho side 

of the boat, tho young man m- 

mediately thrust himself in o the 

water to recover her. Althougn 

thought to be an expert swimmer.

Should the 
car collide with another vehicle, the 
driver is liable for damages, if he is 
at fault, despite the presence of tho 
officer. The latter In no way lessens 
the car owner's liability. 

"The aomowhat common presump- 
tion that the city or county may be 
liable for damages In a crash In 
which a car commandered by tho 
police is Involved Is entirely or- 
rontouB. Tho police officer, if In- 
jured, would probably be entitled to 
the benefits. provided by the work- 
men's compensation* act, but the 
others would be forced to seek re- 
dress from whoever was at fault."

Only a fow years ago a tire company, nt Its own 
expense, put markers along the Pacific highway giving 
travelers at that time the only authentic information as 
to the distance along the route. 

Today, less than 15 years later, the airplane has 
brought a new method of travel. Few flyers know any- 
thing about navigation or the art of following a course 
without land mnrks to guide them. As a result airway 
beacons are essential for safety In flying, particularly 
at night. 

The Richfield Oil Company has adopted a pro- 
gressive program of building 8,000,000-candlopowor 
steel beacons In conjunction with Its modern gas sta- 
tions, approximately every 50 miles along the Pacific 
highway from Canada to Mexico. It Is said that these 
beacons are visible In clear weather for 50 miles and 
the light which Illuminates them will penetrate fog and 
mist for a great distance. 

Thus has a private company again stepped into the 
breach and marked our newest transportation routes, 
namely, the airways, and made them more safe and 
practical for amateur flying as well as mall and trans- 
port pianos. 

These beacons would cost local communities 
thousands of dollars which could never be raised for a 
uniform system through several states. Erected as 
they are they Illustrate the duty which private industry 
feels It owes ns a public service In conjunction with the 
operation of Its business which Is of such a widespread 
public character. 

BETTER CONSTRUCTION REDUCES FIRE WASTE

Plums, pears, poaches — so many 
fresh fruits are on tho markot In An- 
tloch nt tho present time.

SAFETY EDUCATION 
REDUCES TRAFFIC 

FATALITIES IN CITY 



Deaths This Year Reduced 

20 Per Cent, Chicago 

Police Dept. Says 



Chicago, 111.. August 22 — Traffic 
fatalities In Chicago during the tlrst 
seven months of this year were 
reduced 20.4 per cent as compared 
with the same period last year. The 
deaths in that period this year 
totaled 387; the number killed In that 
period last year was 469. 

Those statistics were secured by 
the Chicago Motor Club from the 
Chicago police department. Charles 
M. Hayes, president of the club, de- 
clared that ho believed the drastic 
reduction to be the result of Inten- 
sive safety education which has been 
in process for some time. 

"Such agencies as safety education 
In the schools; stories and editorials 
In the press; the school boys' safety 
patrol and the fact that the* entire 
citizenry Is realizing that one of the 
crying needs of the day is courtesy 
on the streets and highways and 
respect for motor vehicle laws are 
reflected In the number of casualties 
this year." .Mr. Hayes said. 

"Standing by themselves, the 
figures for this year are still shock- 
ingly high. It is only when we com- 
pare them with those of last year, 
when considered the vastly increased 
number of motor vehicles on the 
streets and the Increase In population 
that they seem low. The reduction 
Is sufficient, however, to Indicate 
that the entire public Is becoming 
conscious that careful driving nnd 
walking are imperative at all times."
